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MEMORIAL HILL 


Memorial Hill, long a meeting place for special events in Midway. may posstbily 
have been used by others long before the coming of the 19th century proncers. A Mr 
elon wrote in a book of Danish archeological teves, that a strange depression 
found on top of this hill (lo ated where the flag now stands), was a Danish burial 
plot. He based this upon the wav in which the rocks lining the "grave were placed, 
as well as its size, shape. ero Mr Nelson speculated that when the Danes (Vikings) 


set out on an expedition: during the time of Liet Erickson to circumnavigate the 
globe, the group came through Heber Valley as they traveled along a great ar h to 
reach their goal. The tomb found on our hill apparently matches one found in 
Austrailia. and another in Denmark, and ts supposedly in direct line with these other 


two. 
We do know that Memorial Hill was an island in Lake Bonneville. Indian relics 


found on the hill also lead. to speculation that it may have been an indian burial 


ground. 
When the pioneers Gime, the mound was included in the homestead of Jesse Mi- 


Carroll. and for many years was knows as WI? Mound". (Jessie MaCzrre 
When the Indian troubles began in 1866, the settlers along the Snake Creek. for- 
tified themselves in Fort Midway. posting a lookout atop "Jesses" Mound" to keep i 


sharp eve pealed tor trouble. 
In 1928. the Wasatch County Commissioners pure hased the hill, renamed it to 


Memorial Hill. and dedicated it as a memorial to all those brave men from the county 
who served their country in the armed forces during times of armed conflict. The 
memorial itself, found atop the hill, had listed the names of those who served, and 
indicated with stars. those who had been wounded and those who died. These 
listings were on bronze plaques. which were stolen by vandals in 1980. The county 
commission plans to replace the plaques soon. VW

Jesse Hugheg McCarrell, son of Jesse Mc- 
Carrell and Mary Hughes McCarrell. Born 
March 26, 1825, in Louisiana. Married 
Amanda Wood in 1848. 

Amanda Wood, daughter of David and 
Catherine Wood of Canada. 

Born September 2, 1829. 

Jesse and Amanda Wood McCarrell were 
pioneers of Midway. They lived in the 
Fort. Mr. and Mrs. McCarrell owned the * 
land at the foot of what is now called 
"Memorial Hill" Until recent years the 
mound named for Mr. McCarrell was called 
"Jesse's Mound." 

Mr. McCarrell was a sturdy intrepid col- 
onizer. He raised cattle said to be among 
the best in the valley. He and his good 
wife came from honorable families. "They 
contributed much to the building of our val- 
ley. A report is remembered that Jesse Mc- 
Carrell helped to finance more than one 
missionary who could not have gone except 
for the generosity of this good man.
